* Membranes or Coats, are three; . _— 
the Internal, which is very nervous and © 
ſenfible, in order to be capable of Irti- 
tation, is the moſt delicate and thin, 
and furniſh'd with innumerable Glands, 
for the Secretion of the Juice which lines 
the Bladder, or guards i it from the too 
great Acrimony of the Urine ; for if ge 
this Membrane by any Accideht, as 
the taking of acrimonious, abrading 
Medicines, or by a thin, ſharp, hecti -

Coat, excluſive of that or the Sphincter 
of the Bladder ; for in that Preparation, 
and in ſeveral Bladders I have ſince pre- 
pared, according to the niceſt Obferva- 
tions I could make, the -oblique and 
tranſverſe Fibres that cover the Sides 
within the Arch of the Detrufor, ſeem'd 
to run from under that Muſcle ;- which 
is very plain in good - muſcular Bodies, 
whoſe Bladders are well macerated at 
different Times in warm Water. . 


One might alſo imagine the fame, 
from an Examination of the- Offices of 
the Muſcles of the Bladder, and of what 
ſuch a muſcular Coat ought to perform, 


if this is the Structure of that Organ; 


for the two Muſcles, the Detruſor and 
Sphinfer, have ſeparate Offices to per- 
form, the one to retain, and the other 
to extrude the Urine, and thoſe Actions 


are perform'd alternately ; whereas the 


Office that might be expected from 
ſuch a muſcular Membrane, ſhould be 
only, (1.)

_ Urine by the Detruſor, to follow it, by 
contracting itſelf equally, and preſſing 
upon the nervous Coat all round, that 


there might not be a Collapſion of the

And, (2.) To cauſe the Diſtenſion to 
be equally carried on as it fills. We

Uterus. Theſe painful Senſations of 
the Navel are eafily taken off by one 
or two emollient Anodyne Fomenta- 
tions. a 

This Obſervation I have no where 
met among Authors, nor the following, 
which. relates only to Women ; and 


which 1 is the only true Way of account- 


ing for the Time and Manner of theſe 
two Inconveniences in pregnant Wo- 
men, the inordinate Retention and 
Incontinence of Urine. 


But it will be neceſſary to premiſe 
the proper, Situation of the Bladder, 
that this Obſervation may be the better 
underſtood. 


The Bladder is 3 b tho 
Ofſe Pubis, its middle Part being right 
upon the Symphyſis of theſe Bones; 
and the Urethra falling into the Arch 
undef them; ſo that when it is emp- 
ty, its upper Part hardly reaches up 
higher than the upper Edge of theſe 
Bones; and when full and inflated, it 
| riſes

riſes over it. In Men it reſts upon the 
Rectum at its Curvature +, and leans 
back upon that Gut as it grows per- 
pendicular ; ſo that this Bend neceſſa- 
rity humouring the concave Side of the 
Os ſacrum, ſeems very conveniently cal- 
culated as a Bed or Neſt for the Blad- 
der to reſt in. In Women, about 
three Inches of its Fundus lies upon 
the Vagina, the longitudinal Fibres 


of this Part lying under and parallel 


to the Detruſor Urine. It quits the 
Vagina about the Beginning of the 
Cervix Uteri, a little over the Os Tin- 
cæ, and is then covered in common 


with the Uterus by the Peritonæum, 


on its back Part, both being void of any 
Fat, or cellular Membrane. Here we 
ſee there was no Neceſſity for any; be- 


cauſe the Uterus, when full, or preg-

of that excrementitious Fluid the 


' Urine : However, this one Obſervation 


may lead us' to know thoſe whoſe 
Bladders can contain moſt, by their 
Infrequency in making Water ; for they 
whoſe Bladders are ſmall, muſt be ſub- 
ject to go oftener than on the contra- 


ry; becauſe the Secretion being conti- 


nually made in the Kidneys, they muſt 
be ſooner fill'd, and conſequently ſoon- 
er irritated to a Diſcharge ; unleſs 
ſome morbid Cauſe ſhould render the 
ſmaller Bladder leſs ſenſible, or the lar- 
ger ſooner irritated. 


The Bladder has three Orifices, two 
which lead into it, and one which is 
its Outlet. The two former open in- 


to the poſterior part of the Fundus of 


the Bladder, their Openings facing each 


other, and beog of an oval Form while 


they are kept open by the Ingreſs of the 
Vrine, They ſlant between the muſ- 


cular and nervous Coats about half an 
Inch before they open into the Bladder, 
this intermembran aſſage being nar-

their Inſertion. The Edges of theſe 
Holes are extremely thin, and ſeem to 
be a Duplicature of the inner Mem- 
brane of the Bladder and Ureters meet- 
ing. They ſerve as Valves to prevent 
the Egreſs or Reflux of the Urine by the 
Ureters; for as ſoon as the Urine is fo 


far increaſed as to cover theſe Holes, it 


begins to preſs upon the Valves or 
Edges, which, being thin and flexile, 
are eaſily puſh'd againſt the other Side; 
and the greater the Quantity of Urine, the 
gfeater is the Preſſure; ſo that towards 
the End of the Repletion of the Blad- 
der, whatever Urine preſſes in, is, as it 

were, forced in, the Refiſtance being 
In Proportion to the Quantity of Urine 
contained, and to its Weight _ 
the Edges of the Holes. 


The other or third Orifice is that of 
the Urethra, and, in both Sexes; is fi- 
tuated on the Fore-part of the Fundus 
Vefice. In Men this Orifice is but nar- 
row; in Women it opens much wider, 
and grows narrower, as does the whole 
Urethra, to its external Orifice, or Me- 
atus Urinarius, The 
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Of the Bladder. 


The Ligaments of the Bladder are 
four; one general, and three particular ; 
The general one is the Peritonzum at 
its Duplicature all round, which, as we 
have ſaid before, is deſigned for a Sup- 
port, as well as a Cloathing to this Or- 
gan. The three particular are the Ura- 
chus, and the two arterial Ligaments. 
The Urachus is an Elongation or Pro- 
duction of the inner Coats of the Blad- 
der, becoming by Degrees hard and li- 
gamentary after the Birth of the Child. 
The Arteries arife from the internal Vi- 
acsor Hypogaſtrics, and, in the Fetus, 
ſerve to convey the redundant Blood af- 
ter its due Nutrition, conſtantly to the 


Placenta; but after the Birth, that 


Courſe being ſtopped, they begin to grow 
ligamentary from above downwards by 
Degrees, till they deſcend to the Sides of 
the Bladder, where they are tied by the 
Peritonzum, under which they remain 
{till tubular, and bring a ſmall Quan- 
tity of Blood to the Bladder,' which is 
diſperſed-thro' little Ramification on its 
Sides.

It is worth remarking, that the Ili- 
acs, both internal and external, are not 
always in the ſame State, with regard 
to each other; for, in a Fætus, the in- 
ternal Iliaes are much larger than the 
external, having now a large Stream of 
Blood to ſend from the Fætus by the 
umbilical Arteries, beſides what was 


neceſſary to go to other Parts of the 


lower Extremities. Whereas, when a 
Child is grown up, there being no 
more Uſe of the umbilical Artery, and 


the Parts to which the External Iliaes 


lead, being more conſiderable than thoſe 
to which the Internals are detached, 


they now become larger, and the In- 


ternals much leſs, evan to appear as on- 


ly ſmall Ramifications to the others.

I have confined myſelf to the De- 
ſcription of the Bladder alone, the other 
Organs of Urine being already juſtly 
conſidered by ſeveral Authors; where- 
as this, in ſome Particulars, does not 
appear. to have been rightly underſtood, 
eſpecially among the Ancients: And 
among later Anatomiſts, very few have 
given any other.than a __ Account 


of it. 


If I have ſo far "WE" as to have 
given any Hints towards an additional 
Improvement to what was already 
known of the Bladder, it will give me 
great Pleaſure. We here pretend to no 
Infallibility, and beg the Reader will 
be ſo favourable, to accept of this, as 
an Attempt only towards what will, no 
doubt, be hereafter more judiciouſly 
perform'd by abler Pens than mine.

89 
yet this one Kind with the ragged Sur- 
faces, when found in the Bladders of 
two or three who had taken Mrs. Ste- 
phens's Medicines, were pretended to have 
been rendered fo by the Action of theſe 
Medicines.”

I am afraid Promiſes are no where 
more frail than in this very Affair; the 
Promiſe of Succeſs has not yet appeared 
to be fulfilled ; the Conditions are, 
where Stones are not hard enough to 
reſiſt a Liquor no ſtronger than Alka- 
line Salt can make it; there are but 


few 
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Animadverſions on &c. 
few of thoſe in human Bodies; ſor 
as friable Stones are very ſeldom found, 
ſo we can expect to find but few Ex- 
amples of Stones broken in the Kid- 
neys or Bladder by Medicines.

This is proved in the foregoing Que-

of Mrs. Stephens's Medicines, is the 
Calx of them, I muſt take the Liberty 
of viewing his Reaſoning upon it.

*. meaſure volatile in the Fire, as are the 
different Stones of Animals, and thoſe

* thoſe Medicines is fixed in the Fire.” 


Now, ſuppoſing this laſt to be the 
Caſe, then it is proved to be the very 
Calx of the Medicines, from Dr. Hales's 
Experiment; for he and Dr. Hartley put 
twelve Grains of the Sediment from the 
Urine of a Perſon taking them, into a 
new Tobacco Pipe, and kept it red hot 
for half an Hour, which (Dr. Hales 
fays) was reduced to ſeven Grains. 
Here ſeven in twelve Grains areallowed 
to be Calx; for, he ſays, they may 
reaſonably be thought the Calx of the 
Medicines.

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What became of the other _ or 
what they conſiſted of, we are not in- 
formed, except it is inſinuated, that what 
was deficient, was the calculous Matter 
evaporated.

and alſo, ſhould we not allow for ſome- 
thing waſted, by ſticking to the Sides of 
the Pipe in ſo ſmall a Quantity? Con- 
ſidering theſe Things, I believe we may 
as well impute the Loſs of the five 
Grains to ſuch Waſte, and Evaporation 
of unctuous Matter, as to that of any 
Part of a true Calculus ; and, I think, 
it would amount to an Abſurdity in 
Judgment to imagine, that the Lime 
which has paſſed thro' the Body, ſhould 
be exactly the ſame in all Reſpects 
wich that which never was in it.

His * ſecond Argument is, that he has 
found ſuch calcarious Matter (yoided 
during the Operation of theſe Medi- 
cines) to agree likewiſe with the Stone 
of the Bladder, as well as to differ from 
the Calx of theſe Medicines, in that it 
made an Ebullition peculiarly or chief- 
ly with Aq. Fortis, and not with Vi- 


negar, Spirit, nor Oil of Vitriol; where- | 


as the Calx of the Medicines makes a

I would make Uſe of no other Ar- 
gument to prove the calcarious Matter, 
voided, by Mrs. Sftephens's Patients, is 
the Calx of the Medicines, fipce it 
cauſes any Ebullition at all with Ag.

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Acids out of the Body, is much leſſen- 
ed, and conſequently can make no Fer- 
ment with the weaker Acids; whereas 
being put to Aq. Fortis, which is an 
exceeding ſtrong Acid, whatever Alka- 
line Salts remain, will be acted upon by 
its exceeding Acid Quality, tho' not by 
weaker, Whereas there is no great 
Wonder, if the Calx of the Medicines 
(having undergone no Change, and a- 
bounding with fiery Particles) are ca- 
pable of raiſing an Ebullition with the 
weakeſt of Acids. And tho' I never 
made the Experiment, I doubt much 
whether Lime, paſſing thro” ſeveral Ab- 
lutions of common Water, renewed at 
different Times, and fuffered to dry, 
will ferment with weaker Acids, tho' 
it may with Ag. Fortis. 


From what has been ſaid above, it 
fairly appears, that this is the Calx of 
the Medicines, and conſequently if it is 
not diſcharged, it may concrete in the

REMARKS. 


Efote we rake any Notice of the 
we muſt obſerve that it is of the high- 
eſt Conſequence in caſes of this Nature, 
to have Accounts as well faithfully as 
minautely related: eſpecially as all 
theſe Cafes ſeem to be kinds of Invita- 
tions to the Publick, to come and feaft 
plentifully upon thefe Soap Entertain- 


ments; and are the Facts upon which 


the Faith of the People is to be 
grounded. 


There is, indeed, no Doubt to be 
made, but he took the Medicines fifteen 
Months; that a Sediment fell to the Bot- 
ton, which dry'd into a Maſs; and that

an Ulcer in his Kidneys ; but what is 
all this to the Matter in Hand, or how 
do theſe Things prove a Diſſolution of 
the Stones? It may be anſwer'd : here 
were pieces of Stones in a ſoft State, and 
an entire ſolid Stone as big as the End 
of his little Finger voided. I confeſs

REMARKS. 
ERE is the Caſe of a Gentleman

Suppoſing then that 


the Ulcer might have been firſt begun 


by the Attrition of a Stone, which the 


ulcerous ſtinking Matter ſeem d to 


point out; certainly, in that Caſe, 


the Medicines in puris naturalibus 
were nat calculated for him, being a- 


crimonious enough from their cauſtic 
Quality to increaſe ſuch an Ulceration, 


But if it ſhould be argued, that it 


might prove a Cleanſer ty the Ulcer ; 


it may be anſwered, That a perpetual 


Deterfive would be an odd Application, 


and would act upon the Ulcer, as a per-

petual Bliſter would upon an Ulcer on 
the Surface of the Body, Hence it is 


plain, there was a Contra-indication to 


the Uſe of it in this Patient. 


It appears from the above Account, 
that he had taken the Medicines five 


Months, ending June 7. 1737, and 


continued them till the December fol- 
lowing, which is about 12 Months; and 
it is not denied but that he took them 
conſtantly, and therefore the Urine 
muſt have conſtantly been kept in an 
alkaline State: If it were not fo, the 
Favourers of theſe Medicines would 
ſcarce have omitted to uſe their capital 
Argument here, of the Neceſſity of 
keeping it inceſſantly in that State; and 
if Ninety-odd Pounds-worth of the 
Medicines were ſufficient to keep 
it ſo, (it appears he made Uſe of ſo 
much) why then were the Stones not 
diflolved ? for it cannot here be faid, 
1 hope, that the Stones found in him 
at his Death could have been form'd 
between the Time of his having left off 
* 3 which was in the Be- 

geinning 
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ginning of December, and the Time of 
his Death, which was on the 2gth cf 
the ſame Month. 


Here is a Rock of Difficulties ſo high, 
as not to be eaſily ſurmounted. In order, 
however, to ſooth them a little; the 
Commentator upon the Caſe con- 
cludes, that * fince at firſt the Medicines 
* appeared to be of ſuch Service to him, 
© fure they could not with Juſtice be ſaid 
© to have done him any Harm.“ Our 
Argument here is, whether they have 
done him any Good. I am not fond of 
adding any more to the above practical 
Obſervation touching that Point, and

The Stone and Ulcer were Aa 
concomitant Cauſes of his Death; a

+ Caſes, that the Surfaces are ſmooth in 


their Decreaſe, but that they are rather 


eroded or eaten into, as appears by-the 
Caſes of Underwood and Symonds. It is 
lucky enough, when a Stone found af- 
ter the Death of the Perſon who has 
taken Mrs. Stephens's Medicines hap- 
pens to be ragged, unequal or friable; 


then the Medicines have indeed acted © 


upon the Stone, and it is produced as an 


Evidence; but here is an unlucky Set

Jo be ſure, it is much better to have 
form'd ſome Hypotheſis, tho never ſo 
obſcure a one, to defend this unkind Caſe, 
than to fit down tacitely, and let it e- 
ſcape undreſſed, ſtaring the World in the 


Face. The ſame Manner of Decrea/- 


ing might have been attributed to Mr. 
Gardiner's Stones, which were all 
ſmeath and compact: But whether an 
eroding Medicine ſhould chuſe to act 


by Way of Collignation upon the Sur- 


faces. of four Stones in one Bladder, 
and nine or ten in another, ſo exactly 
nice, as not to leave the leaſt Inequali- 
ty, is a Queſtion that does not ſeem 
difficult to decide. Or ſuppoſing them 


to have been eroded into Inequalities by 


the Medicines, is it plauſible that thoſe 
eroded Parts ſhould be fo neatly filled 
up, as to hide any Signs of being acted 
* in the Time from leaving off the 

* 
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Medicines, to his Death? I am afraid 
this is ſomething too preciſe to happen, 

as well as the ſmooth Decreaſe ; for if 
the Stone-generating Urine had begun 
to depoſite freſh Particles upon ſuch 
eroded Stones, I believe, as ſuch Par- 
ticles could not have a Power of placing 
themſelves, they might have as well 
adhered to the Eminencies, as ſunk in- 
to the Hollows to fill them up particu- 
larly, and no where elſe; and the Stones 
muſt have remained unequal in ſome 


Places, notwithſtanding the Addition of 


DartIcies. 


As to the white Eminencies or brown 
Surfaces, they ſignify not much to the 
Purpoſe. It is not deny'd but the Me- 
dicines abound with calcarious Matter, 
and might have depoſited thoſe white 
Particles or Eminences upon their brown 
Surfaces ; nor is the brown Colour any 


thing rare; for we ſee thoſe of Mr. 


Gardiner ſo too, and all alike, 


At laſt it is concluded, That * if we 
do ſuppoſe theſe Stones were neither 
N © augmented 
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* augmented nor diminiſhed, ſtill there 
can be no certain Concluſion drawn 
© from thence, with Relation to other 
© Stones of a different Nature.” If the 
Stones were not increaſed, which is the 
moſt favourable Conjecture that can be 
made in this Caſe, then all that can be 
preſumed is, that the Urine medicated 
by the Medicines, has not a Stone- 
generating Quality, or that they have 
prevented that Quality in the Urine, 
and at leaſt kept them in the ſame State: 
But, is this all that is promiſed for the 
Medicines ? But, on the other Hand, if 
the Stones were not diminifhed, may 
we not certainly conclude, that the Me- 
dicines have not perform'd what was 
expected from them ? And indeed here 
ſeems to be a Conceſſion of this Con- 
cluſion, but with ſome Reſerve, that is, 
That there can be no certain Conclu- 
© ſton with relation to other Stones of a 
different Nature.” As if he had ſaid, 
'Tho' theſe Stones could not be diffoly'd 
by the Medicines, yet others may ; but, 
as this is no more than a conjectural, 
and a very ſlender Defence, nothing 
more 


—_— 
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more need be faid to it. As for the 
Grit, or ſmall Stones, Sediment, &c. 
voided by Mr. Skrine, or any other, it is 
before granted in general, that any thing 
of a Diameter ſmall enough to paſs the 
Ureters, or Urethra, may by a proper 
Uſe of Diuretichs be evacuated. - Ex- 
amples of this are frequent: I have 
known an intimate Friend, who, by 
getting drunk with Sherry, found in 
his Chamber-pot in the Morning much 
Gravel and Slime, with ſeveral Stones 
as large as Peaſe, which gave him great 
Pain in coming away. The Caſe of 
the old Woman ſhews the tame ; but 
this is ſo common, as not to be worth 
taking Notice of here, as making no- 
thing for a — Power in the Me- 
dicines. 


Here is a Caſe full of Certainty. It 
is certain Mr. Shrine took Mrs. Ste- 
phens's Medicines for about a Year, . 
and conſequently his Urine was kept in 
an alkaline State. It is certain at his 
Death Stones were found in his Rad- 
der, &c. and as certain they were in 
N 2 him 
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him all along. How then ſhall any 
one call it a doubtful Caſe ? No, it can- 
not be doubtful ; let us rather with 
greater Reaſon reverſe the Sentence of 
the Commentator upon it, where he 


ſays, © One cannot do better, than to 


refer this doubtful Caſe to the clearer 
© Evidence of others, Cc. and fay : 
One cannot do better than refer other 


doubtful Caſes, to the clearer Evidence 


of this.

ERE is a Gentleman who with 

the greateſt Diligence and Ex- 
actneſs took Mrs. Stephens's Medicines 
for ſixteen Months, and found himſelf 
in as bad a Condition on the laſt Day, 
as he was at firſt; from whence one 
would imagine no Man could ſay any 
more of the Medicines by way of Ob- 
ſervation, than that they did not anſwer 
the End in him, for which they were 
given, and oonſequenthygwere not to be 
vindicated here: and yet here is a Vin- 
dication attempted, becauſe he ſeems 
to have had often a thick white Sedi- 
ment in his Urine; ſome part of which 
it is preſumed, might be Stone in an 
impalpable Form.

REMARKS. 


R. Carteret has indeed drawn up 


his Caſe as well as could be ex- 


pected, and the firſt Scene that preſented 
after he began to take the Medicines, 
was thatwhitiſh Powder that came away 
In his Urine,(which appeared when dry 
to be what came from a Stone.) This 
whitiſh Powder we have ſhew'd alrea- 


dy to be no more than the Calx of the 


Medicines for it is ſo often repeated 
under the Names of white Bits, Sedi- 


ment, Powder, Flakes, that one would 


ſwear, no Man had ever any other than 
white Stones in the Kidneys or Bladder; 
and as for any {mall Stones that came 
away from time to time, there is no- 
thing to be boaſted of on that Account; 
| 1 becauſe 
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becauſe if ſmall enough to paſs, every 


Day's Experience ſhews they do, with- 
out any Remedy at all. It appears, that 
after the Diſcharge of white Powder he 
had Pieces coming almoſt every time he 
made Water for about nine Weeks fol- 
lowing. Now ſuppoſing he made Wa- 


ter five Times in twenty-four Hours, 


(and I believe a Man in his Caſe, may 
be ſaid to go much oftener) and at each 
Time he might have voided four of 
thoſe Pieces one Time with another ; 
at this moderate Computation he muſt 
in nine Week have voided 1260 Pieces: 
In this Caſe the Stone to which they 
belong'd, muſt have been very conſide- 
rable, or the Pieces leſs than the Bits 
ſo often mentioned elſewhere, and only 
imaginary. Such a Quantity of Pieces 
muſt have amounted to more Stones 


than he had from firſt to laſt, even to- 


gether with thoſe found in his Bladder 
alter his Death,

Stones were found in his Bladder ; they 
were ſaw d, and their Nuclæi are repre- 
ſented as being very rough, and indeed 
very large, one being three quarters. of 
an Inch long, and the other an Inch, 

where longeſt, as appears by the Figures 
explain'd above, Now this. Gentle- 
man thought himſelf entirely cured,

And Dr. Hartley ſays, it may be ſup-

together ſo well to ſay in every Caſe, 
what was aſſerted in Mr. Gardiner's, 
that the Stones found at his Death 
grew after his Diſuſe of the Medicines; 
for we have ſhew'd, every Perſon 
in his Caſe, that is even cut, has not a 
Stone afterwards; and it is moſt certain 
Mr. Carteret's were in his Bladder 
when he thought himſelf cured. From 
this a difficult Queſtion ariſes; Why was 
he eaſy till he dyed, having rough Nu- 
clæi and fo large in his Bladder ? Or 
let us (for the preſent) ſuppeſe he had 
none when he left the Medicine off ; 
but that theſe were newly grown in the 
abſence of an Alkaline Urine : Why did 
he not feel freſh Pain upon the Ac- 
cretion of theſe large Stones, fince he 
had ſo much frequent Pain before he 


took the Medicines ? There ſeems to

A Letter from Edward Nourſe, F. R 8. 
Surgeon to St. Bartholomew's Ho/- 
pital, to the Preſident and Fellows of 

the RoyaL SOCIETY, giving an 

Account of ſeveral Stones found in 
Bags, formed by a Protrufion of the 
Coats of the Bladder, as appeared 
upon opening the Body of one Mr. 
Gardiner, Read Jan. 7. 1741-2: 


Ermit me to lay before you the 

Bladger of Mr. Gardiner, who was, 
the 5th of March 1739, before the Truſ- 
tees appointed by the Parliament to en- 
quire into the Efficacy of Mrs. Stepbenss 
Medicines,. produced as an Inſtance, 
where they had been effectual in diſſolv- 
ing the Stone in the Bladder. 


Mr. Gardiner was fearch'd by me 
on Saturday the zoth of December 
1738. I felt a Stone the Moment my 
Inſtrument was introduced; which

was likewiſe felt by Mr. Yall his Apo- 


thecary, then preſent. 


The Tke/day following, he began to 
take Mrs. Stephen's Medicines, and con- 
tinued them eight Months. 


On the 3oth of November 1739, 1 
ſaw him at Chila's Coffee-Houſe, when 
he told me he was quite free from his 
uſual Diſorders ; I Fc ſearch'd him 
again in the Preſence of ſeveral Phyſi- 
cians and Surgeons, who likewiſe felt 
for the Stone, but none could be found. 


Mr. Gardiner dying on Saturday cho 


2d of January 1741-2, the next Morn- 
ing, in the Preſence of Mr, Saintbi/l 
and Mr. Wall, I opened his Bladder, 
and therein obſerved ſix preternatural 


Apertures of different Sizes, the biggeſt 


capable of admitting the Top of my 
Finger. Each of theſe Openings led 
to a ſeparate Bag, form'd by an En- 
largment of the internal Membrane of 
the Bladder, protruded between the Fi- 
pres af its muſcular Coat,

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Theſe Bags are to be ſeen on the 
back Part of the Bladder, a little above 
the Voeficule Seminales ; and when view- 
ed on the outſide, ſeem to be but two;

Duplicature of the internal Membrane, 
which forms a Septum between each of

In theſe Sacculi or Bags are contain- | 
ed nine Stones ; the largeſt about the 
Size of a ſmall Nutmeg; and with 
what Facility ſome of them moved out 
of, and return'd into the Sacculi, the fol- 
lowing Circumſtance will clearly evince. 


When I had opened the Abdomen, 
Mr. Sainthill handling the Bladder, 
brought two of theſe Stones up to its 
Fundus, where they were felt by Mr.

'HE Caſe of Mr. Gardiner is ve- 
ry particular, and the more fo, 
as he was faid to have been abſolutely 
cured. But alas! he was far from a 
Cure; for Mr. Nourſe at his Death open- 
ed his Body, and found a Number of 
Stones incloſed in Cells, which were 
thruſt out by degrees into two Sacculi, 
that appeared on the Outſide of the 
\ Bladder.

* Upon Mr. Nourſe's ſearching him a 
ſecond Time, no Stone was found; 
this was a ſtrong Preſumption, no doubt, 
of his having been cured ; but it is no 
great Wonder that there was not a Stone 
found, becauſe by this Time they were 
all bury'd in the Cells the Medicines were 
ſo kind as to help them to; and tho 
Nd ſuch Cells had been form'd, yet 
there want not many Examples of Per- 
ſons being ſearch'd a ſecond, third, nay

veral Inſtances have happened where a 
Stone was ſaid to be felt, a Perſon ty- 
ed up for the Operation, and even cut, 
and no Stone to be had at laſt : Hence 
it appears how we may be deceived in 
that Caſe, and that the only Evidence, 
as we have before obſerv'd, of Certainty 
and Truth, muſt be the Opening of the 
Body after Death. 


But ſay ſome, Mr. Gardiner ceaſed 
taking the Medicines after he was cured, 
and therefore theſe Stones found in his 
Bladder were generated afterwards. In 
Anſwer to this it is aſſerted by Perſons 
of undoubted Honour and Veracity, 
that he continued them more or leſs to 
the End of his Life, whoſe Certificates 
and ſome Affidavits againſt them are at 
the End of this Caſe. If he did take 
them, the Medicines have not the Effi- 
cacy pretended; for if a Stone had been 
diſſolved in this Gentleman's Bladder, 
by a Continuation of the Medicines, in 
the uſual Doſe and Manner preſcrib'd,

everafter, toimpregnate the Urine with a 
Quality of hindering further Concreti- 


ons. And it appears in Mrs. Stephens's 


Publication of the Medicines in the Ga- 
zette of Fune 16, 1739. that no more 
is required to prevent the Formation of 
Gravel and Gravel Stones, in Conſti- 
tutions ſubject to breed them, than ten 
or fifteen of the Pills taken every Day.

| Mowers, it is deny'd that he took a 
ſufficient Quantity to anſwer that End, 


for two Reaſons; firſt, becauſe it does 


not appear upon his Books, or thoſe of 
Mrs. Stephens; and ſecondly, becauſe 


when Gravelly Complaints return'd 


ſometime after he was thought cured, 


he conſulted with Doctor Hartley what 
to do, who then adviſed him to 


Soap-lees, as he declared in defending 
the Efficacy of the Medicines in this 
Caſe, from whence the. Doctor con- 


cludes he had not taken any. But as 
all

all Opinions are not alike, I confeſs mine 
is, That he had taken the Medicines 
from that very Reaſon; for, is it not 
natural to think that a Man fo ſenfibly 


relieved, as was reported, from the rack- 


ing Pains he ſuffer d before, ſhould fly 


to the ſame Remedy, when he knew 


without Heſitation, he could have had 
enough of ſeveral others beſides Mrs. 
Stephens, (for it was made by many af- 
ter its Publication) and that finding 
it inefficacious, he had Recourſe to the 
Doctor for his Advice? In this Light 
I am inclined to think the Concluſion 
falls more rationally. But one would 
wonder, if the Medicines had cured him 


before, why the Doctor did not adviſe 


him to the ſame, rather than to Soap- 


lees. Can anyone imagine otherwiſe, than 
that the Doctor himſelf diſtruſted them, 


when he preferr'd any thing elſe to 
them ?

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this Diſeaſe, which is a great Happi- 
neſs to the World. I will not take up- 
on me to judge of the Proportion, but 
leave it to Surgeons who have it more 
in their Way to obſerve ; but I remem- 
ber Mr Freke, who is a noted Litho- 
tomiſt, in his Diſpute with Dr. Hartley 
declared the ſame, which we may pre- 
ſume he knew from Experience. 


Now when the Fluids of the Body 
have been impregnated, for ſuch a Series 
of Time, and by ſuch large Quan- 
tities of the Medicines, it is Very im- 
probable that the Stone- generating Qua-

Here is another Reaſon to believe 
theſe were the ſame Stones found by 
Mr. Nourſe, that cauſed the Patient's 
Uneaſineſs all along: for in the Caſe as 
it 1s firſt laid down by Dr. Hartley, it 
appears that what was voided upon tak- 
ing the Medicines, was only Grit, in 
Size and Colour like Houſe-Sand. Novy 
each Grain of Grit or Gravel is actu- 
ally a Pebble, tho' never ſo ſmall, and 
differs ſo widely from ag Appearance of 
Dilamination or Diſſolution, that it 
cannot be ſaid with the leaſt ſhew of 


Probability, that they were parts of a 
diſſolved Stone. 


Yet I find by the Account given in, 
to the Truſtees appointed to examine 
Mrs, Stephens's Medicines, it is faid, 
that what Mr. Gardiner voided were 
Pieces of Stone: whereas in the Vieu 
of Preſ. Evid. it is only ſaid a clovdy 
Sediment, and a conſiderable Quantity 
of Grit, in Size and Colour like com- 
mon Houſe-Sand, It ſeems odd, ſince 
the Deſcription of this Grit is ſo parti-

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cular in the latter, that the Pieces of 
Stone ſhould be forgot there ; or that 
the Grit and cloudy Sediment ſhould be 
forgot in the former. Indeed it argues 
more Efficacy in the Medicines, before 
the Truſtees, to ſay they brought away 
Pieces of Stone, than Grit or Sediment.

and Conſiſtence, and very cloſe and 
compact in their Surfaces, having no 
Signs of Diſſolution upon them; it is 
very reaſonable to think them capable 
of reſiſting the Power of the medicated 
Urine, and that therefore no Stone 
was diffolv'd in his Bladder. For 
can any one ſuppoſe he had a Stone of 
another Contexture, or ſofter than thoſe 
now found ? When they differ not in 
any wiſe, except their Size, from one 
another; the Coheſion of their Parti- 
cles being very hard, and alike firm in 
all. Or in other Words, can a Pumice- 
Stone and a hard Pebble be proper to 
the ſame Bladder ? Surely no; for it is 
probable the Urine will always pro-

duce the ſame Particles for the Gene- 
ration or Production of Stones in the 
ſame Perſon ; and I am inclined to be- 
lieve, whatever Number of Stones is 
in the ſame Bladder, (tho' they differ 
in Size and Figure) yet their Coheſion 
of Parts, Subſtance, or Solidity, will 
be always the ſame. I can affirm that 
all I have ſeen have been ſo; as thoſe 

of Mr. Payne, thoſe of the ancient 
' Woman, thoſe of Mr. Shrine, thoſe 


of the preſent Caſe, a  Bladder-full 


ſhewed me by Dr. Douglas, and a 
Cluſter which Sir Hans Sloan has from 
the Bladder of a Man, as well as many 
Caſes I have read of in ſeveral Authors: 
So that from ſo many Facts one would 
be apt to think, it was the common 
Standard of a Plurality of Stones in 
the ſame Bladder, 


As to the Formation of the Celli or 
Loculi, in which the Stones were found 
in this Gentleman's Bladder, take the 
following Eſſay towards explaining it. 
The Figure of the natural Bladder in 
the Beginning, ſhews the true State of 
R 4 that 
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that Organ; now any Form digreſſing 
from that natural State, is morbid ; and 
is cauſed by ſomething acting preterna- 
turally upon it; and, as we have before 
ſhewed the Parts which are ſubject to 
Dilatation, it remains to ſhew the true 


Cauſe of the Sacculi in this Caſe. 


When a Perſon is in the racking Tor- 
ture of the Stone grinding on the inner 
Orifice of the Bladder, he naturally 


throws hiraſelf into that Situation which 


moſt favours his Eaſe, and that is, to 
lye on his Back; in this Poſition he no 
doubt will continue as long (and re- 
ſume it as often) as he can. Thus be- 
ing for the moſt part on his Back, the 
Stones contained in his Bladder, muſt 
neceſſarily fall into the Sinuſſes on each 
Side the poſteriour Neck or Handle of 
the Detruſor Muſcle, for they cannot 
reſt upon it, being more eminent, and 
the weaker Parts gp each Side being 
naturally form'd to receive them. 


This being the Caſe, nothing 1s 
wanting but what may qualify the Blad- 
der 


f Mr. GaRDINER. 
der for their better Reception. Why, 
Mrs. Stephens's Medicines have done 
this compleatly ; for ſince they could 
not diſſolve the Stones, it was the leaſt 
they could do to help them to, and con- 
fine them in, their preſent Cells; by 
deſtroying the Tone of that Part, and 
conſequently rendering its weaker Sides 
more ſuſceptible of Dilatation by the 
Preſſure of the Stones. 


A very convincing Proof of the For- 
mation of the Cells after the Stones, is, 
that there are ſeveral, becauſe there are 
ſeveral Stones; not that each Stone is in 
its particular Cell, for that would be 
too preciſe and methodical to expect; 
but that as there were ſeveral Stones, 
which falling irregularly in different 
Cluſters on each Side of the foreſaid 
Neck of the Muſcle, muſt be allowed 
to have thruſt out more Cells than one : 
Whereas, if there was but one Stone, 
there could be but one Protruſion, at 
leaſt but one Cell. Wherefore we muſt 
conclude upon this Queſtion, that either 
the Cells were made for the Stones, or 
the 
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the Stones for the Cells. Now, to ſup- 
poſe the latter, would be a groſs Abſur- 
dity 5 but there is a natural Reaſon for 
the former. Therefore the Medicines 
may be the antecedent, and the Stones 


the efficient or immediate Cauſe of the 
ſaid Sacculi, or Cells. 


Now, as the only Plea Dr. Hartley 
ſeems to have for the Defence of the Ef- 
ficacy of the Medicines in this Caſe of

URING the uſe of theſe Medi- 
cines, we find (1.) this Gentle- 

man voided much Mucus every Night; 
this the Medicines were very capable of 
ſcraping off, as in the Caſe of Dr. Kirk- 
Patrick. And (2) the Glaſſes in which 
the Urine was kept, had a Sandy Con- 
cretion ſticking to their Sides. It is 
a wonder this ſhould happen during the 
uſe of the Medicines,in this Patient, be- 
cauſe it is elſewhete boaſted, that the 
medicated Urine diſſolves ſuch Concre- 
tion. And indeed one would imagine,

Why truly, here is a Stone found in 
the Bladder after his Death, with an 
unequal Surface, which it is readily ſaid 
is from an Eroſion made by the Medi- 
cines. This might have been the Caſe, 
but it is as probable that it might not, 
therefore the Queſtion is very doubtful: 
However, for Evidence, the latter Sup- 
poſition ſeems'moſt likely, becauſe here 
is as large a Stone as this taken from the 
Bladder of the young Gentleman men- 
tioned before, having the ſame Appear- 
ance of Erofion in all Reſpects; (as 
alſo thoſe of the old Woman) which 
are, in proportion to their Size, more e- 
roded than any produced, This natu- 
rally leads me to aſk two Queſtions up- 
on the Caſe. 1. If the Stone taken out 
of Mr. Symonds's Bladder had no Signs 
that favoured the Doctrine of Eroſion, 
but was a ſmooth Stone, would it not 
have been maintained that fix Weeks 
Time, and not having taken the Me-

ſince in other Caſes ſo great a Quantity 
of the Medicines, and fo long a Time 
of taking them are thought bardly fuf- 
ficient, And, 2. If the atoreſaid young 
Gentleman and Woman had taken the 
Medicines, would not the Eroſions of 
their Stones have been attributed to the 
uſe of them ? for I obſerve it is a mat- 
ter of too great Moment, to let {lip any 
Hint favourable enough to illuſtrate an 
Eflicacy in them. 


It is allowed here, as well as in other 
Places, that any Scdiment or mucous, 
Matter in the Kidneys or Bladder may 
be wathed away by ſapenaceous Medi- 
cines; but that does not prove that he 
was entirely freed from his calculous 
Complaints, becauſe the Stone was tak» 
en out of his Bladder in a Fortnight 
after. Byt whatever Eaſe he had, it is 
no hard: Matter to account for it. The 
Man was very Old, and had Path, 
Loofeneſs, and Weakneſs, all Signs of a 
relax'd Habit of Body; it is no wonder 
then, that juſt at the Period of his Life, 
the Parahfi ſhould have become ge-

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neral, and Sgpſation be loſt in the Blad- 
der. Orif this Reaſon will not ſuffice, 


and that it be ſaid the Medicines gave 


him that Eaſe, it could have been 
brought about but two Ways, as is be- 
fore obſerved : 1. By increaſing the Re- 
laxation of all the Solids in this old re- 
laxed Body; or, 2. by ſmearing over the 
Stone with the ſaponaceous Matter, and 
hindering its Preſſure from being ſo ſen- 
fible. I believe both were concern'd : 
the whole of his Caſe ſhews the firſt, 
and the Mortar Sediment, and the Soft- 
neſs of what is in this Caſe accounted 
the Surface of the Stone, ſeems to de- 
monſtrate the latter. As to the brown 
Coat, faid to be generated between his 
leaving off the Medicines and his Death 
a Fortnight after, I leave to every 
Judge to determine (whether ſuch an 


Encreaſe could happen in ſo ſhort a 


Time, and almoſt in Artzculo Mortis) 
without ſaying any more about it.
